The St. Louis Police Depart- 
ment is ‘‘a model” for police in 
other cities to follow in its ac- 
curacy and methods of crime 
reporting, Chief Jeremiah 
O’Connel] said today in the de- 
partment’s annual report. 

He said the department was 
proud of its national reputation 
in this field and considered 
crime reporting a duty which 
enabled and other 
agencies which are concerned 
with the causes of crime to ob- 
tain “the unvarnished facts.” 


The department itself needs 
the information “‘to muster its 


resources most efficiently,” he 
added. 
The annual 


courts 


report, covering 
the fiscal year that ended last 
April 1, pays particular atten- 
tion to the work of detectives, 
who, it says, must use a com- 
bination of practical psychology, 
patience and the old-fashioned 
“hunch” .to track down crim- 
inals. 

As for psychology. detectives 
have found that most suspects 
will make a clean breast of it 
if they can be convinced their 
crimes are not really their fault 
—but the fault of their. social 
environment or parents, the re- 


_port says. 


“If in his own mind the 
criminal can feel absolved of 
his crimes, he will confess all,” 


it adds 
As for hunches, the report 
cites the case of a detective 


who broke an apparently air- 
tight alibi by recalling a par- 
allel with a previous case. In 
each instance, according to rec- 


ords, the suspect was in prison 
at the time of the crime, but 
further inquiry showed that a 


parole had been granted

during 1954 was Lucas avenue, 
with 4294.

State Held Not Liable. 

in another ruling last month, 
the State Supreme Court held 
that the state's agent was not 
liable for damage claims arising 
while the state was in technical 
possession of the Kansas City 
Public Service Co. in 1950.

It is evident, therefore, that 
India will not be able to sus- 
taiin coal consumption equal to 
that of the United States for 
more than 10 years, he pointed 
out. As to nuclear fuels, he 
there is no prospect of 
shortages of uranium ore or 
thorium supplies. 

Bhabha estimated that as 
much energy could be extracted 
from a ton of uranium as from 
10,000 tons of coal, without tak- 
ing into account the fissionable 
material produced by thorium 
and by “breeding” processes, 
which means the reprodyction 
of quantities of nuclear material 
in the course of using it to 
manufacture energy 

“For the first time,” he said, 
“as far as power resources are 
concerned, mankind is in a po- 
sition to be liberated from the | 
uneven and capricious distribu- 
tion of fuel sources by nature.”

He emphasized the need for 
continued study of the effects 
of atomic radiation to make 
certain the genetic results will 
cause “no suffering to future 
generations.”

The project, requiring use of 
both telephone and telegraph 
circuits, is designed to link all 
radar warning devices into a 
semi-automatic network.

& T. has agreed to supply these 
circuits and rent them to the 
Defense Department. 

In asking the Federal Com- 
munications Commission to 
block the rate reductions in- 
volved in this agreement, and 
which would also be available 
in principle to commercial cus- 
tomers, Western Union said 
they are designed to eliminate 
Western Union from the private 
wire field. The telegraph com- 
pany urged a public hearing and 
requested a stop-order to pre- 
vent the cuts from becoming 
effective Nov. 1 as scheduled. 

Under present practice 
A.T.&T. has’ no “quantity dis- 
count” for the leasing of more 
than one private wire.

Gen, Eisenhower's Decision Not 
to Take Berlin: He Did Not 


‘Anticipate Russians Will Be 
Arbitrary.’

S I TOOK the oath of office, I was conscious of 
how vast in scope the Presidency had become. 
Although we were on our way to eventual victory 
in the Pacific, we still had a long way to go. But by 


April, 1945, the war in Europe was taking a decisive 
turn. 


German resistance had begun to crumble on all 
fronts by the middle of April. Until almost the end, 
however, there was talk of a last-ditch stand by the 
top Nazis and the German command. It was believed 
that this stand would revolve about the so-called 
Redoubt, in the mountain areas of Bavaria, Austria 
and North Italy. Allied operations for the final 
phase of the war made provision to head this off. 
It was rumored that Hitler had left Berlin on April 
20 for the Redoubt, but when the American Third 
and Seventh Armies moved deep into this area, they 


found the Germans had not been able to build this 
final fortress. 


On April 28th the terms of surrender were handed to the 
Germans at Allied Headquarters in Italy. These terms were 
agreed to that same day and signed on the 29th. General 
Kislenko and another Russian officer were present. The 
terms of surrender called for hostilities to cease at noon on 
May 2nd. The surrender was to include the Italian fascist 
divisions that were part of the German command. By this 
time Mussolini’s puppet Italian Socialist Republic had ceased 
to exist. Mussolini himself was assassinated in late April by 
the Partisans. 

German Resistance Crumbling Everywhere. 

There was no Russian army in Italy. The German sur- 
render there was consequently made to the Western Allies. 
Outside Italy the question was different. On all the main 
front the "Germans were attempting to make separate surren- 
ders to the Western Allies. There were obvious implications 
and complications here, for the Nazi leaders and some of 
their generals were playing a devious game. 

It was clear to us that they were trying to create trouble 
between the Western Allies and Russia, in a last desperate 
effort to save their necks and salvage as much of their regime 
as possible, 

German resistance was now crumbling everywhere. On 
May ist the German radio announced the death of Hitler. 
This man who had brought such infinite misery to the world 
had died in the ruins of his Chancellery. The reports I re- 
ceived said he was a suicide, I had expected that many high 
German officers would take this way out in case of defeat, 
but I kriew that Hitler had never lived by the code of the 
Prussian officer, and I thought that in his fanaticism he 
would resist to the very end. 

On May 7 Eisenhower reported that a brief instrument 
of unconditional military surrender had been signed at 2:40 
that morning. He said that he was prepared to go to Berlin 
the next day for the final formal signing, at which Marshal 
Zhukov would be the Russian representative. 

The German surrender came only a little less than four 
weeks after I had taken the oath of office as President. On 
May 7th, the night before V-E day, we moved from Blair 
House to the White House. 


Churchill ‘Mad as a Wet Hen.’ 

I got up early V-E Day and wrote a letter to Mama and 
my sister Mary: 

“I am sixty-one this morning, and I slept in the Presi- 
dent’s room in the White House last night. They have fin- 
ished the painting and have some of the furniture in place. 
I'm hoping it will all be ready for you by Friday. My expen- 
sive gold pen wetted work as well as it should. 

“This will be a historical day. At 9 o'clock this morning 
I must aes: a broadcast to the country announcing the Ger- 
man surrender. The papers were signed yesterday morning 
and hostilities will cease on all fronts at midnight tonight. 
Isn't that some birthday present? 

“Have had one heck of a time with the Prime Minister 
of Great Britain. He, Stalin and the U.S. President made an 
agreement to release the news all at once from the three 
capitals at an hour that would fit us all. We agreed on 9 
A.M. Washington time which is 3 P.M. London and 4 P.M. 
Moscow time. 

“Mr. Churchill began calling me at daylight to know if 
we shouldn't make an immediate release without considering 
the Russians. He was refused and then he kept pushing me 
to talk to Stalin. He finally had to stick to the agreed plan— 
but he was mad as a wet hen.

‘Great Deal of Difficulty’ with Russia. 

As the war was drawing to a close, we were having a 
great deal of difficulty with our Russian ally. Politically we 
would have been pleased to see our lines extend as far to 
the east as possible. We had already found ourselves prac- 
tically shut out of countries that the Russians had occupied, 
and we therefore had reason to question their intentions here 
in Germany. But the specified zones in Germany had been 
previously agreed upon, and to these zones the British, Ameri- 
can and Russian armies were to withdraw at the end of the 
war, regardless of where they might be when the fighting 
stopped. The Russian military commanders, as well as our 
own, were well aware of the official commitments on these 
occupation zones. 

The matter of occupation zones had first come to my 
attention in a telegram that Churchill sent me on April 18th. 
It was one of several in which he urged that our armies 
should push as far to the east as they could reach and firmly 
hold. Churchill, in fact, had been pressing this point for 
some time in messages to President Roosevelt. Mr. Churchill 
waged his own battle over it with the military too, particu- 
larly with our military chiefs, and had clashed, on this gen- 
etal issue, with Eisenhower when the plan for the last big 
witfensive was prepared. 

This plan called for our troops to stop at the Elbe. The 
main thrust was to be made by Bradley’s 12th Army group, 
straight across the center of Germany to the Elbe, while 


Montgomery's 2ist Army Group on the north and Devers’ 
6th Army Group on the south would support Bradley's ad- 


vance by advances in their own sectors. Once Bradley had 
reached the Elbe, he would tugn north to support Montgom-

Gen. Eisenhower’s Decision on Berlin. 

Churchill wanted the main thrust on the north to be by 
Montgomery’s 21st Army Group reinforced with large Ameri- 
can forces. The capture of Berlin, in his belief, should be 
its great objective. Eisenhower, however, would not give in, 
and we supported him. Eisenhower maintained that his plan, 
in conjunction with the Russian armies, would best achieve 
the overall objective of crushing German resistance. He 
objected to the Churchill plan on the grounds that such a 
procedure would inject political considerations into military 
operations. Berlin, Eisenhower maintained, might be a mat- 
ter of prestige, but it was a difficult job to take. Further- 


more, Berlin was within the 200 miles agreed-upon Russian. 
occupation zone. 


On March 30th General Eisenhower had reported this 
Situation to General Marshall. 

“May I point out,” his message read, “that Berlin itself 
is no longer a particularly important objective. Its useful- 
ness to the Germans has been largely destroyed and even 
their government is preparing to move to another area. What 
is now important is to gather up our forces for a single drive 
and this will more quickly bring about the fall of Berlin, the 
relief of Norway, and the acquisition of the shipping of the 
Swedish ports than will the scattering around of our efforts.” 

“The battle of Germany,” Marshall replied on March 
Sist, with Roosevelt’s approval, “is now at a point where it 
is up to the field commander to judge the measures which 
should be taken. To deliberately turn away from the exploita- 


tion of the enemy's weakness does not appear sound. The 
single objective should be quick and complete victory.” 


Churchill Worried Over Russian Aims. 


Churchill worried over Russian. .intentions, and 


wanted all the territory We €euld get for bargaining purposes 
after the war. All this, he argued, was part of broad strategy 
and could not be left out of war plans. For him, Berlin was 
not just a military matter, but a matter of state, to be decided 
by the heads of government. However, our Chiefs of Staff 
supported Eisenhower, and Roosevelt would not interfere 
with the operational plan. 


As for the occupation zones, Churchill expressed his willing- 


but pointed out that this matter would 
come up only after V-E Day and that there would be problems 
te discuss with the Russians. Churchill added that the occupation 
zones had been decided in some haste at the Quebec Conference 
in 1944, at a time when no one could foresee our great advance 
in Germany. 
This shows conclusively that heads of State should ‘be very 
careful about horseback agreements, because there is no way 
of foretelling the final results. 

I took some time in answering this message, in order to 
examine the whole situation. I knew what worried Churchill. 
His experience with the Russians was as trying as ours. The 
intentions of the Russians to act on their own, without our 
cooperation, in all the countries they had liberated was evident 
to us. In fact, on this very day I had sent a protest to Stalin on 
the Polish situation 

I made a careful study of the subject of occupation zones. 
As regards Germany, I found that we were clearly committed 
on specific zones. In the case of Austria, while we were also 
committed, specific zones had not yet been worked out. Harri- 
man reported from Moscow that Stalin told him that the capture 
of Vienna now made it necessary to fix the zones of Allied 
occupation for the city, and Stalin suggested that American, 
British and French representatives proceed as soon as possible 
to establish zones there.

Against a deplorable background of mismoves 

and bickering, the Circuit Court grand jury has 
now voted indictments against two members of 
the St. Louis Police Depariment. These indict- 
ments, arising from reported police payoffs, are 
against Detective Capt. William Greenspan and 
Lt. F. Lyman Davis. The charges are that they 
took bribes from the keeper of a house of 
prostitution. 
' Against this same background of wrangling 
there has been another important development. 
This is the change in the post of foreman of the 
grand jury. Charles F. Ford, who was one of 
the principals in the continuing controversy, has 
resigned. His successor is John Casey, personnel 
supervisor for “lie Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co., who has been a juror. 

These new developments are the first hope- 
ful signs in weeks from this important grand 
jury investigation. Until they occurred, there 
were only the day-to-day reports of argument 
and dispute overheard, as it were, through the 
closed doors of the grand jury room. 


The principals in this unhappy play have 
been Circuit Attorney Edward L. Dowd, Circuit 
Judge James E, McLaughlin, who is in charge 
of the grand jury, and the September grand 
jurors themselves, whose foreman, Mr. Ford, 
became a center of the storm. Judge Mc- 
Laughlin has been cast largely in the thank- 
less role of pourer of oil on the troubled waters. 

The responsibility of Circuit Attorney Dowd 
in dealing with the grand jury is a most serious 
one. It is up to him to help the grand jury in 
providing it with necessary information. It is his 
duty to see that the grand jury does not lack 
for the evidence requisite to indictments—if that 
evidence is available. But there are proper limits 
to what the Circuit Attorney can do or should 
attempt to do. He is the prosecutor and not a 
member of the grand jury. 


Zeal never takes the place of judgment. The 
public does not know all that has been going on 
because these deliberations are, in the great tra- 
dition of the grand jury, secret in the interest 
of uninfluenced decisions, Up to now there has 
been apparently far too much heat and not 
at all enough light. Now that there is a new 
grand jury foreman it is time to start over. 

Presumably the indictments returned following 
the change in foremen and the presentation of 
evidence by Circuit Attorney Dowd are an indi- 
cation that a new start is being made. And that 
is all to the good. Much work remains and al- 
though grand jury sessions are not public, what 
goes on is the public’s business just the same. 
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The A.B.A. Gives Up a Poor Test 


It is a welcome sign of a return to calm 
thinking that the American Bar Association will 
no longer ask new members to certify that they 
have not been associated with any of the organi- 
zations listed by the Attorney General as sub- 
versive. Credit for this decision goes in large 
part to former Senator Harry P. Cain of Wash- 
ington, now a member of the Subversive Activi- 
ties Control Board. 

Mr. Cain warned the A.B.A. that unless the 
most careful consideration is given to an organi- 
zation and to the time and nature of membership, 
permanent and grievous injury may be done not 
only to the individual involved, but to our so- 
ciety as a whole. Our democracy depends very 
heavily on the formation of free associations to 
further one purpose or another. If joining such 
groups is discouraged by the thought that some 
time tn the future they may be proscribed and 
membership penalized, then the free functioning 
of free citizens will be greatly retarded. 


This always should have been in the minds 
of lawyers since, because of their training, they 
may be expected to be especially zealous for the 
right of free assembly and the other personal 
guarantees of the Constitution. 

That the courts already have stricken rome 
organizations off the Attorney General's list in- 
dicates that it was compiled with less than the 
utmost care. Further it is possible for a patriotic 
citizen to work in ignorance with one less honor- 
able for an eniirely legitimate common purpose. 
Guilt is personal. It is to be determined only by 
proper proof, and not by any legalistic litmus 
paper such as this list. The A.B.A. has done 
well to reject it as a test for its own members. 
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A Stitch in Time— 

This is the season to emphasize fire prevention. 
It serves as a worthwhile reminder of the simple 
precautions that can prevent much of the tragedy 
and destruction caused by fire. But in St. Louis 
it can and should he more than that. Fire Pre- 
vention week here to be a period in 
which firemen, police and city building inspec- 
tors combine forces to uncover illegal rooming 
houses. Most of these are potential firetraps. 
Only about two years ago, for example, four 
persons were burned to death in one such un- 
licensed establishment in the 5300 block of 
Maple avenue.

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Mr. Molotov in a Glass Darkly 

The affair Molotov is disturbing in many ways 
but most of all because its apparent meaning 
does not seem to be its real one. If the Soviet 
hierarchy intends these clouded moves to be 
reassuring to the rest of the world it is acting 
upon a mistaken psychology indeed. Signs of 
deviousness in the conduct of domestic affairs 
can only suggest a similar disposition to decep- 
tiveness in relations with other countries. 


The error for which the Foreign Minister is 
being made to atone, in breast-beating phrases 
uncomfortably reminiscent of many purge trials, 
was no more than a parenthetical clause in a 
speech before the Supreme Soviet. Mr. Molo- 
tov referred to the Soviet Union as the country 
“where the foundations of Socialist society have 
already been built.” He now confesses that 
“foundation” was not a strong enough word, and 
affirms that “in our country a Socialist society in 
reality has been completed in all its essentials.” 

The incongruity between this minor cause and 
the major furor now being raised over it is not 
the only reason for the prevailing suspicions that 
there is more to the matter. Another cause for 
doubt is that the remark in question was made 
all of eight months ago. If it was a serious error, 
as now alleged, why was it not acted on without 
so long a delay? 

,otill another reason for doubts is that this 
piece of defensive dogmatism about the progress 
of socialization in the Soviet Union comes at a 
time when the Russian leaders have just shown a 
refreshing open-mindedness toward learning 
something from capitalist and democratic enter- 
prise in fields like farming and housing. Cer- 
tainly even the most purblind partisan in Moscow 
eould not expect the outside world to believe that 


_ 


socialization has reached a perfected state on the 
Russian farms. ] 

If the Soviet leaders are using Mr. Molotov to 
symbolize a rejected hostile policy toward the 
western democracies, as Maxim Litvinov was 
used to symbolize a friendly policy in the last 
decade, they could choose a more reassuring way 
to do it. 
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Stringing It Out 

Leaders of the bus-streetcar union are law- 
abiding citizens, they say, and therefore they 
urged the members to return to work as ordered 
by Gov. Donnelly. 

The members, however, voted down the back- 
to-work resolution, which also condemned the 
King-Thompson Act, almost unanimously. What 
does this mean—that the union members, as dis- 
tinguished from the officers, are not law-abiding 
citizens? 

This action on the resolution may have re- 
lieved some feelings among the union member- 
ship, but it accomplishes nothing whatever 
toward settling the wage dispute or creating an 
atmosphere in which it can be settled. 

The community, as it has proved, can manage 
to get along without busses and streetcars for a 
while, Nobody can deny that the process is 
costly and inconvenient. Yet it can be done. 
Other cities have shown that it can be done for 
a good long while. 

We hope the union members think over all 
the implications of this fact, as well as the 
fact that so long as they strike they are in viola- 
tion of the law and subject to its penalties. 

Under the law, they have no alternative to re- 
turning to work. Since they will have to face 
this fact some time, why not face it now? 
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In Columbus’s Day and Ours 

There are warnings of long standing against 
believing that history repeats itself, against put- 
ting too much trust in analogies, and especially 
against the assumption that one man can turn 
the trend of a civilization. Yet there is a tempta- 
tion to set them all aside on reading the elo- 
quent words of Samuel Eliot Morison, the Har- 
vard historian, about the impact on Europe of 
the discovery of America 463 years ago. This 
Columbus day they appear in an adjatent column, 

True, Columbus was not the only great navi- 
gator of his day. Nor was he the only man to 
believe the world round. Had he been so alone, 
he probably never would have had the opportu- 
nity to set out on his voyage into the West. Yet 
he was the man who made that voyage. His was 
the stout heart that kept the three cockleshells 
on course until the night of the world-changing 
landfall. He was the man who more than any 
other epitomized the opening of the modern age. 

This is worth remembering now that men are 
again troubled about civilization’s future. Today 
even an analogy of the division between East 
and West and the fifteenth century division be- 
tween Islam and Christendom is overshadowed 
by the possibilities inherent in the new mastery 
of the atom. Edith Sitwell called its acquisition 
the death of the soul of man. But already we 
know this to be akin to the despair which 
turned fifteenth century minds to the dead past 
just when a golden future was being unveiled. 
There is a modern Nina running for port ahead 
of the storm. Now as then, it will take stout 
hearts and high faith to bring her in. But the 
lines probably will be made fast in the nick of 
time. 

So it was in Christopher Columbus's day. So 
it is in ours. 
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Grasping at Legal Straws 

The Post-Dispatch opposed the cigarette tax 
at the recent Missouri referendum, but we have 
little sympathy with the tobacco industry's effort 
to defeat or delay application of the tax by 
litigation. 

The suit that has been filed for this purpose 
at Jefferson City rests on the claim that techni- 
cal irregularities in the legislative handling of 
the cigarette tax bill render it and the election 
invalid. At some stage in the legislative process 
the original copy of the bill disappeared, and 
subsequent action was taken on a copy. 

It will be up to the courts to decide the legal 
issue, but without prejudice to their decision it 
can be noted that the tobacco industry is seizing 
upon a very thin technicality indeed. After all, 
can there be any doubt that the General As- 
sembly did intend to submit the question of a 
cigarette tax to referendum, that it was sub- 
mitted, and that the voters duly approved it? 

We agree with the tobacco industry that the 
voters should have voted the other way, but we 
cannot remotely support an attempt to change 
their decision by litigation. 
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One Round to Stevenson 

A political discussion of the farm problem 
now being inevitable, we wish we could look 
forward to more speeches like Adlai E. Steven- 
son's in Wisconsin, and fewer statements like 
Secretary Benson's reply. 

Former Gov. Stevenson, addressing the Wis- 
consin state Democratic convention, criticized 
the Administration's farm policy of flexible 
price supports. It is not working, he said, and 
should be improved. He then warned the Demo- 
crats of the “danger that we will advocate only 
the things that we have advocated before, such 
as 90 per cent price supports.” He urged them: 
“Let us not promise what we cannot perform.” 
He called for an exploration of various ways of 
supplementing price supports, including produc- 
tion payments or direct subsidies to farmers. 

This was not a fire-eating political speech. It 
was moderate, temperate and constructive. Gov. 
Stevenson tried to grapple with the farm prob- 
lem, instead of merely exploiting it. For that 
reason Secretary Benson's reply, issued through 
the Republican National Committee, was espe- 
cially disappointing. ' 

Secretary Benson charged that Gov. Steven- 
son has “flatly” rejected flexible price supports 
—not true—and has called for re-examination 
of “the discredited Brannan plan with its 
strangling regimentation.” 

Is “Brannan plan,” then, to be treated as a 
smear word? Is it impossible for Secretary Ben- 
son to discuss rationally why it is not better in 
the case of certain farm products to pay a direct 
subsidy to the grower than to pay an indirect 
subsidy through price supports which allow sur- 
pluses to accumulate in Government hands? 

Why is Mr. Benson applying this very princi- 
ple to wool, if it is so evil? Why does he believe 
that it would involve more “strangling” produc- 
tion controls than do price supports? 

Former Gov. Stevenson, in our opinion, came 
off far ahead in this exchange. He has displayed 
once again his unique talent for lifting political 
discussion above the plane of torchfire oratory. 
We hope he can prod both the Republican lead- 
ers and some of his Democratic colleagues into 
talking sense on the farm issue. 
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No wonder Columbus could land in 1492. In

Europe's mood of black despair at the end of 1492 is pictured 
by biographer of the Great Navigator; he tells, too, how the 
news of America’s discovery worked a complete and astounding 
change, and of the man whose faith benefited all future ages. 


Samuel Eliot Morison in “Admiral of the Ocean Sea,” Recently 
Condensed and Republished by Little, Brown & Co. 
as “Christopher Columbus, Mariner” 


At the end of the year 1492 most of 
the men of Western Europe felt exceed- 
ingly gloomy about their future. Chris- 
tian civilization appeared to be shrinking 
in area and dividing into hostile units 
as its sphere contracted. For over a cen- 
tury there had been no important ad- 
vance in natural science, and registra- 
tion in the universities dwindled as the 
instruction they offered became in- 
creasingly jejune and lifeless. 

Institutions were decaying, well-mean- 
ing people were growing cynical or des- 
perate, and many 
intelligent men, for 
want of something 
better to do, were : 
endeavoring to es- 
cape the present 
through studying 
the pagan past. 

Islam was now 
expanding at the 
expense of Chris- 
tendom. Every ef- 
fort to recover the 
Holy Sepulchre at 
Jerusalem, touch- 
stone of Christian , 
prestige, had been Calumbue 
a failure. The Otto- 
man Turks, after snuffing out all that 
remained of the Byzantine Empire, had 
overrun most of Greece, Albania and 
Serbia; presently they would be ham- 
mering at the gates of Vienna. 


Emperor Without Land 


For half a century each successive 
pope had proclaimed a new crusade, 
but Europe regarded these appeals to 
duty aS a mere device to raise money; 
and no wonder, since papal diplomacy 
Was aS cynical aS any. ... 

If one turned to the Holy Roman 
Empire, secular counterpart to the Ca- 
tholic Church, the picture was no bright- 
er. The amiable but listless Emperor 
Frederick III, driven from his Austrian 
lands by the king of Hungary, had final- 
ly retired to dabble in astrology and 
alchemy; his son Maximilian was full of 
promise but short in performance. In 
England the Wars of the Roses were 
over, but few expected the House of 
Tudor to last long. 


Only in the Iberian peninsula, in 
Portugal and Castile, were there signs 
of new life; but these kingdoms were 
tco much on the periphery of Europe 
to alter the general picture of degener- 
acy and decay. . . Throughout West- 
ern Europe the general feeling was one 
of profound disillusion, cynical pessi- 
mism and black despair. 


A Time of Calamity 


One may catch the prevailing mood 
by reading the final pages of the “Nu- 
remberg Chronicle.” The colophon of 
this stately old folio, dated July 12, 
1493, declares that it contains “the 
events most worthy of notice from the 
beginning of the world to the calamity 
of our time.” 


Lest any reader feel an unjustified 
optimism, the Nuremberg chroniclers 
place 1493 in the Sixth or Penultimate 
Age of the world, and leave six blank 
pages on which to record events from 
the date of printing to the Day cf 
Judgment. . 

Then begins a prophecy of the Sev- 
enth and Final Age, “in comparison with 
which our age, in which iniquity and 
evil have increased to the highest pitch, 
may be regarded as happy and almost 
Ne 

Such was the burden of the impreca- 
tory sermons that Savonarola was then 
preaching to a complacent Florence. 
Such, one may say, was the common 
expectation of serious thinkers in 1492. 
Yet, even as the chroniclers of Nurem- 
berg were correcting their proofs from 


Koberger’s press, a Spanish caravel 
named Nina scudded before a winter 
gale into Lisbon, with news of a dis- 
covery that was to give old Europe an- 
other chance. 


In a few years we find the mental 
picture completely changed. ... New 
ideas flare up throughout Italy, France, 
Germany and the northern nations: 
faith in God revives and the human 
spirit is renewed. The change is com- 
plete and astounding. 

“A new envisagement of the world 
has begun, and men are no longer sigh- 
ing for the golden age that lay in the 
distant past, but speculating as to the 
golden age that might possibly lie in 
the oncoming future.” (Sir Charles 
Oman.) 


From Past to Future 


Christopher Columbus belonged to an 
age that was past, yet he became the 
sign and symbol of this new age of hope, 
glory and accomplishment. His medieval 
faith impelled him to a modern solu- 
tion: If the Turk could not be pried 
loose from the Holy Sepulchre by ordi- 
nary means, let Europe seek new means 
overseas; and he, Christopher the Christ- 
bearer, would be the humble yet proud 
instrument of Europe's regeneration. So 
it turned out, although not as he antici- 
pated, * 


The = voyage to America that he 
accomplished with a maximum of faith 
and a minimum of technique, a bare 
sufficiency of equipment and a super- 
abundance of stoutheartedness, gave Eu- 
rope new confidence in herself, more 
than doubled the area of Christianity, 
enlarged indefinitely the scope for hu- 
man thought and speculation, and “led 
the way to those fields of freedom 
which, planted with great seed, have 
now sprung up to the fructification of 
the world.” 


Man of Great Faith 


In his faith, his deductive methods 
of reasoning, his unquestioning accept- 
ance of the current ethics, Columbus 
was a man of the Middle Ages, and in 
the best sense. 

In his readiness to translate thought 
into action, in lively curiosity and ac- 
curate observation of natural phenome- 
na, in his joyous sense of adventure. 
and desire to win wealth and recogni- 
tion, he was a modern man... 

Yet as the caravels sail on tropic seas 
to new and ever more wonderful is- 
lands, and to high mountain-crested 
coasts of terra firma where the long 
surges of the trade winds eternally 
break and roar, I cannot forget the 
eternal faith that sent this man forth, 
to the benefit of all future ages.

Between Book Ends 


What Matters in War 
RETURN TO THE WOOD, by James Lansdale Hod 
son. (William Morrow & , 0 pgs. $3.50) 

Wars disastrously affect some combat 
veterans who witness the death of com- 
rades, participate in the ravaging of 
foreign nations and experience the Ssor- 
didness of life in hand to hand fighting. 
The destruction and deprivation of in- 
dividual liberties leave most service men 
with the single thought of preserving 
the hard won peace. 

In the latter respect, the compassion- 
ate story of William MHargreaves of 
Chesterford, England, in this novel is 
not unusual. 

Bitter and disheartened, he concludes 
during World War I: “The truth—that 
what matters in war is conscience, that 
the crushing of moral values, the disin- 
tegration of standards, is more impor- 
tant than the death of men, that if you 
let go of those, you're finished.” 

Following the war, in which the trag- 
ic and heart-breaking court martial of 
Arthur Hamp is poignantly related, Har- 
greaves dedicates himself to the cause 
of maintaining peace through pacifism. 
However, in the years between World 
Wars I and II, his ideas change to advo- 
cating conscription for the preservation 
of England against the Germans. 

Hargreaves's change of attitude results 
in the estrangement of his wife, Kate, 
who loved him for what he previously 
believed in, and his son, whose plane 
was shot down after he had reconciled 
himself to serving in the British armed 
forces. 


James Lansdale Hodson, a British au- 
thor and special correspondent during 
World War II, tells the story in the first 
person. The hero of “Return to the 
Wood” relates the incidents’ of his 
plights in the aftermath of World War 
Il, when he goes again to High Wood 
and Passchendaele on a reunion. 

The book seems naturally to fall in 
two sections. The first culminates with 
the firing squad death of Hamp, a not 
overly bright commoner who in a mo- 
ment of depression walks away from 
combat duty. The second involves the 
strained relations between Hargreaves 
and Kate, who is an adamant pacifist, 
and his son, who is caught in the con- 
fusion of philosophies for peace. 

Mr. Hodson has surrounded the prin- 
cipal players with recognizable charac- 
ters and absorbing situations, which 
seem more real than fictional.

During 
this period he gained wide ac- 
claim for his brilliance and 
alertness in debate on such con- 
troversial issues as the Pales- 
tine crisis. the Berlin blockade, 
atomic energy and war in 
Greece,

opponents in debate that he 
defended the Atlantic pact. 

Defense Pact. 


“The pact,” he said, “is so 
patently defensive in intention 
and in character that only those 
who contemplate aggression 
have any reason to regret that 
pact.” 

After leaving the United Na- 
tions in 1949 McNeil was ap- 
pointed Secretary of State for 
Scotland in the Attlee govern- 
ment. He continued in Parlia- 
ment with the election of the

Mother ‘An Unreconstructed Rebel.’ . 


My mother who was an unreconstructed rebel had come to 
Washington a little concerned about the bed she was going to 
sleep in, because my brother Vivian had told her several days 


| before she left that the only room available for her at the White 
| House was the Lincoln room. Vivian told her she would have 


to sleep in the bed where Lincoln had slept. My mother said 
to Vivian, “You tell Harry if he puts me in the room with Lin- 
coln’s bed in it, I'll sleep on the floor. 

Many years ago, when I first joined the National Guard, 
I went to the farm at Grandview in my new blue uniform. It 
was‘a beautiful uniform with red stripes down the pants legs 
and a red fourragere over the shoulder. My good old red-haired 
grandma, Harriet Louisa Young, looked me over and told me it 
was a “pretty uniform,” but that was the first time a blue uni- 
form had been in the house since the Civil War, and she said 
please not td come in it again. My mother felt the same way 
about the uniform, only she did not tell me not to wear it. 

But by the time we reached the White House she had been 
reassured. She was to sleep in the Rose Room, one of the prin- 
cipal guest rooms. This was the room in which all of the queens 
who had ever visited the White House had slept. But my mother 
took one look at the bed and started walking around the room. 
This was not for her. The bed was too high and too big, and the 
surroundings were too fussy, she said. Then she saw the adjoin- 
ing room, a much smaller room, which was used by ladies-in- 
waiting to the queens who were guests at the White House. It 
was cosier and had a single bed in it 

“This is where I'm going to sleep,” she decided, and that 
was her room throughout her stay. It was Mary who took the 
larger room. 

Mama made herself at home very quickly. She got along 
well with the household help. They fell in love with her and 
felt at ease with her. She never presumed on the position she 
had as ty mother, and everyone liked her frankness. Mama 
explored all of the White House. The first day she fell down 
the stairway at the end of the hall in the East Wing. She was 
alone at the time, and she told no one about it. 

The following day—Sunday, May 13th—was Mother's Day, 
and we were to attend religious services in the chapel of the 
Naval Medical Center at Bethesda, Maryland. Mama said that 
she did not feel quite up to going to the services, but I did 
not know at the time that she had had an accident. She kept 
this a secret for two weeks. 

My mother never tried to give me any advice as President 


She had a keen interest in politics, and she knew what was 
going on. As a matter of fact, she was a regular reader of the 
Congressional Record, and she kept up a correspondence with 


several Senators. During her stay at the White House she was 
interested in everything that was going on. But she did not 
seem to feel that there was anything special about my being in 
the White House or about my being President. She thought it 
was just the natural thing. It did not give her any ideas of 
grandeur. She was just the same Mama she had always been.

He said the Republicans had 
reduced federal spending 36 
billion dollars by getting rid of 
the Democrats’ “reckless spend- You al 
ing policies,” a saving amount- 
ing to $1000 for each family 
of four in the United States. 

He chided Democratic Sena- a) 
tor Paul Douglas of Illinois for !

He added 
that only about 15 per cent of 
the coastal lands had been re- 
turned to the states, and the 
rest remains under control of 
the Federal Government 

Money for Treasury. 

He said leases and the Gov- 
ernment’s share of the oil and 
gas production from these Gov- 
ernment properties was putting 
millions of dollars in the Fed- 
eral Treasury. 

The Democratic Digest, pub- 
lished by the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, yesterday de- 
nounced McKay as the “give- 
away king,” and charged there 
was a “growing demand’ for 
his resignation.

The Pattern for Expulsion from China 


Bishop Says Chinese Adults No Longer Believe Red Propaganda About 'Great Russian Brothers’

This is the fourth and last 
article in a series in which a 
Maryknoll Missioner, expelled 
from Red China last June, 
tells what he sew and ex- 
perienced when the Reds took 
over in the Wucliow area of 
South China in 1949.

FTER the Geneva Confer- 
A ence of 1954 a number of 

American priests were ex- 
pelled from China; then for 
months the Communists seemed 
to forget the foreigners. 


When suddenly in June of 
1955 I was summoned to the 
Security Police Bureau I had 
no idea of expulsion. I thought 
I was going back to jail. 

For three days I had to re- 
port to the Security Police Bu- 
reau, appearing before a panel 
of officials. The judge told 
me that they had four main 
accusations against me. These 
followed the classical pattern 
under which most missioners 
had been thrown out of China. 
They were: 

1, After the liberation I had 
refused to allow a young Cath- 
olic to serve on a Government 
committee to represent the 
Catholic Church. Therefore, I 
used my power against the 
people. . 

2. I had forbidden a young 
man to join a Communist youth 
organization. I was therefore 
reactionary. 

3. I had threatened with ex- 
communication anyone who 
signed a petition condemning 
Archbishop Riberi, the Holy 
Father’s personal representa- 
tive to China. I was a tool 
of foreign imperialism. 

4. I had established the Le- 
gion of Mary throughout the 
diocese, and this was a reac- 
tionary organization. 

There was no mention of the 
charges that had earlier put me 
in jail—the planted revolver 
and the raw opium. 

I admitted the charges, say- 
ing that I had acted within my 
rights and that I did what was 
my duty. I denied that the 
Legion of Mary was reactionary. 

The judges then put on the 


usual act, shouting and pound-

All of us in the 
Free World must be alerted to 
Communism, recognizing-it for 
what it is. It is evil. Commu- 
nism cannot be judged on the 
basis of economics or philosophy 
alone, Its spiritual and moral 
implications must be considered. 

The Communist’s hatred of 
religion should make us re- 
examine the part religion plays 
in our own lives. It should 
make this treasure more pre- 
cious to us. It is the lack of 
religious conviction in the lives 
of free men that gives Commu- 
nism power. Without this con- 
viction the siren song of Com- 
munist propaganda can easily 
deceive us 

Since my return to the Free 
World I have often been asked

N my personal opinion, our 
| objectives are so diametrical- 

ly opposed that I can see no 
hope of attaining peaceful co- 
existence. In fact, I do not 
think that there will even be 


a long co-existence between 
Russia and China. Look at a 
map of the world. China is a 


small blob under the vast Rus- 
sian umbrella. Russia has but 
200,000,000 people to China's 
600,000,000. The Russian terri- 
tory is extensive, while by com- 
parison China is limited. I 
know that adult Chinese, mind- 
ful of “temple diplomacy,” are 
not keen to look upon the Rus- 


sian people as their great 
Russian brothers. 
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Making mosiac inlaid frames 
for mirrors is easy for the 
amateur. Ask your ceramic 
tile dealer for information re- 
garding this durable material 
and how to use it. 


The old grad grouses that not 
only does the team get worse 
every year but the seats in the 
stadium get narrower. 
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When the Russian troops 
withdrew from Port Arthur, the 
Chinese people interpreted this 
action as due to China’s own 
strength and power. In the up- 
per Communist strata there is a 
unity of ideology, but the Chi- 
nese people as a whole have an 
ingrained xenophobia. They do 
not want to be under a foreign 
power even in a secondary posi- 
tion. 

It is wrong to say that the 
Chinese people have accepted 
Communism, In the beginning 
the people were influenced by 
a potent propaganda machine. 
But they found out that Com- 
munist promises were but mi- 
rages. 

* * 

HERE are two strengths in 
T China today. The strength 

of the bully which is Com- 
munism exercising control 
through the army, and the 
strength and unity of suffering 
which is the vast mass of peo- 
ple. The Communists know they 
do not have the people behind 
them. Given the opportunity, 
the Reds know the people would 
rise against them. 

When I left China, people 
were openly talking about rebel- 
lion. In some of the meetings 
in the country the farmers were 
telling the officials that the 
farmers were doing the work 
and the government was recciv- 
ing the pay. A popular expres- 
sion in China is “The water buf- 
falo plows the field and the 
horse eats the unhulled rice.” 


The “high standard of living” 
of the Russians, the production 
which exceeds the production of 
all other nations, is played up in 
the press. But the people in 
Wuchow know that there is not 
one single Russian item in any 
store for sale. There is still 
American merchandise, and the 
people are anxious to buy that. 

When Tf was being escorted 
out of China, I passed a hotel in 
Canton which is given over 
completely to Russian and East 
European cultural groups. There 
was a fleet of cars drawn up 
before the hotel for the use of 
this personnel, The cars were 
all American. 

In Wuchow, one day it was 
announced that eight Russian 
trucks, a gift to China, were to 
arrive. A tremendous show was 
prepared—school children were 
lined up and given flowers to 
toss 

The eight trucks turned out 


to be the chassis of a bus. The 
chassis was taken through the 
city and a great hullabaloo was 


made, but it ‘was the only Rus- 
sian thing the people of 
Wuchow ever saw 

Under Communism everything 
must be done at the snap of the 
whip. The things so much a 
part of their lives which gave 
the Chinese people great joy 
have been taken away. One 


might think that these things 
are superficial, but they go 
deep. It is sad to walk along 
the streets of Wuchow and see 
the depressed look on a once 
happy people 

The Chinese are of a rell- 


gious nature Now religion is 
derided and limited. I used to 
watch the old ladies putting out 
their joss sticks, and glancing 
over their shoulder first to see 
if some progressive or official 
was watching them. 

One cannot take away funda- 
mental liberties and not expect 
a tremendous reaction. This is 
as true for the Chinese people 
as it is for Americans.

I am strongly in- 
clined to agree with him in this 
respect. It is always question¢ 
able to start with a suit two-bid 
on this particular distribution, 
and the only compelling reason 
is such colossal high-card power 
that any other approach is in- 


adequate. North had a good 
hand, but not quite good 
enough. Two no-trump — or 
even a slightly shaded three no 


trump—would have been a bete 

ter opening, in my opinion. 
But it was the play that righte- 

fully engaged most of my core 


respondent's attention... West 
opened the heart jack, and 
dummy’s queen won. Then, ap- 


parently concluding that only 
a heroic effort could bring him 
home, South cashed the diae 
mond ace and finessed to his 
own diamond jack. When West 
took this trick the hand disine- 
tegrated. West led low another 
heart to maintain partnership 
communication, and South was 
helpless. 

Certainly, the diamond finesse 
was a little more desperate than 
the situation demanded! It 
would have been considerably 
more realistic (and discreet) to 
lead out three rounds of clubs 
and, once the club jack was 
established. later to cash the 
ace and king of diamonds. Then 
South would win out if either

A Vegetable With Class

BROCCOLI, 


ROCCOLI is a vegetable 
B tia has class! Although it 

is now plentiful in market 
at most seasons of the year, 
this was not always the case. It 
was launched on its social ca- 
reer 20 years or so ago by a 
few fine restaurants. 

Just who was responsible for 
getting it into the class markets 
is not certain, but someone must 
have taken pains to cultivate 
this vegetable. It was evidently 
known, but not well known, for 
generations. This is shown by 
recipes in really old cookbooks, 
while in the intermediate years, 
we find that it disappeared 
from food publications. 


At first it was an expensive 
item on a menu because it was 
so attractive in appearance. Its 
form and green color contrasted 
well with hollandaise sauce, 
which was almost invariably 
used in its service. Perhaps it 
was the sauce that had some- 
thing to do with the populartty. 

When broccoli came into the 
general market we found it dif- 
ficult to preserve the bright 
color. In restaurants this is 
accomplished by using a bit of 
soda. Often too much is used 
and flavor {: is affected. 


DEBUT UNTIL JUST 20 YEARS AGO 


I am willing to sacrifice a 
little color for the sake of fla- 
vor.. The pressure cooker does 
a pretty good job. Some like 
to use a large amount of water 
in a saucepan, and others pre- 
fer a very small amount, which 
requires covering the pan. 

Whatever method you use, 
cook the vegetable until it just 
begins to be tender. After 
draining, you will want some 
sort of sauce with the broccoli. 
A sauce slightly less rich than 
hollandaise, but very good in- 
deed, is that known as mous- 
seline. A cheese sauce is par- 
ticularly good when broccoli is 
served on toast, garnished with 
crisp bacon.
